One member 
only of this board will be em- 
ployed on a permanent. salary, 
the others will simply be reim- 
bursed whatever expenses they 
may incur in the service of the 
association. There will also be 
an advisory board of fifteen per- 
sons, three to be appointed by 
the government, one each by the 
following organizations:—The Un. 
iversity of Saskatchewan, the 
Provincial Department of Agri- 
culture, the Saskatchewan Grain 
Growers’ Association, the Union 
of Rural Municipalities, the Pro- 
vincial Winter Fair Board, and 
the Convention of Agricultural 
Societies, and six by ballot of 
the association, 

Some outstanding features of 
the new organization are that it 
will not be run for profit, al- 
though a reserve fund may be 
created, that the government will 
guarantee principal and interest 
of bonds issued for an amount to 
be determined on from time to 
time, that members of the assoc- 
iation will be liable for indebted- 
ness to the extent of 50 per cent. 
in excess of their borrowings, 
and that borrowers may pay off 
their loans prior to the expira- 
tion of their’ mortgages if they 
so desire. 

Loans will not be made in re- 
spect to more than 40 per cent. 
of the value of farm property 
and the commissioners will, be the 
valuators. No loan will be for 
ess than 15 years or more than 
34, and all loans will be repay- 
able in equal annual or semi-an- 
nual instalments of principal and 
interest. It is provided, as an 
offset to the foregoing regulation, 
that on moving three months’ 
notice or a bonus of three 
months’ interest, any member 
may pay an amount toward the 
dischargeiof his loan in excess of 
the regular payment. He will 
not, however, in consideration of 
having made'an_ excess payment 
be allowed to miss making. pay- 
ments on the subsequent dates 
when regular payments fall due. 

The rate of interest will be de- 
signed barely to cover the cost 
of marketing securities, of con- 
ducting the business of the as 
sociation and of creating a 
serve, 

Power will be accorded to the 
association to borrow, to hypo 
thecate its real and personal 
property, and to lend to agri- 
culturists. It may also” invest 
disposable funds by depositing the 
same in any chartered bank, by 
investing in such securities or 
Ways as a trust Company ts per- 
mitted to lend trust funds in its 
hands, or by the purchasing of 
its mortyape bonds. 

Borrowers from the association 
must devote the funds so raised 
to permanent improvement ol 
their propertics, or to productive 
purposes connected with it 
Where ‘land depreciates in value 
the association has power to re 
quire a partial repayment of the 
loan.

| SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN 
NORTAWEST HOMESTEAD 
REGULATIONS 

Any person who is the sole 
head of a family, or any malo 
over 18 years old, may home- 
stcad a quarter section of avail- 
able Dominion land in Manito- 
bia, Saskatchewan or Alberta. 
The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands 


Agency or Sub-agency for the 
district. Intry by proxy may 


be made at any agency, on cer- 
tain conditions by father, mo- 
ther, son, daughter, brother or 
sister of intending homestender. 

Duties—Six months’ residency 
upon and cultivation of the 
land in each of three years. A 
homesteader may live’ within 
nine miles of his homestead ‘on 
a farm of at least’80 acres sole- 
ly owned and occupied by him 
or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain ‘districta a homo- 
steader in good standing inay 
pre-empt a quarter section along 
tide his homestead. Price $3.U0 
per acre. 

Duties—M ust reside upon 
homestead or pre-emption  £ix 
wonths in each of six yenes 
from date of homestead ontry 
(including the time required to 
earn homestead patent) and 
c.luivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has ex- 
hausted his homestead right 
and cannot obtain © a pre-emp- 
tion may enter for a purchased 
homestead in certain districts.
